OssERVATIONS on the Prepoſitions and Termination. 


＋ HE fifth and fixth Leſſont, which contain the Beginnings and Endings 
ot long Words, are the hardeſt Part of the Art, and therefore to be the 

more diligently learn'd : For it is not to be ſuppoſed, that theſe Beginnings 
or Endings of long Words can be written Letter by Letter, for that would be 
more tedious than the common Round. Hand: Beſides, there being ſo many 
of the principal Words in the Exgliſ Tongue, beginning and ending with 
theie Prepoſitions and Terminations, there was an abſolute Neceſſity for 
making them ſhorter than could be done by the Letters of the Alphabet. 
Wen you have once learn'd them perfectly, you will every Day re- 
member them better and better, becauſe you muſt meet with ſome of 
them in every Sentence.

As for . if we were to ſhorten the Prepeſitionm (cir- 
cxm-) by any two Letters of the Alphabet, as (cm, rm, am, &c,) any 
of theſe, in my Opinion, is almoſt as hard to remember as a Mark; be- 
cauſe no Rule or Reaſon can be given why (em, &c.) ſhould ſtand for 
(circam-;) and ſo of all the reſt of the Pr fetions and Terminations. 
From hence I may infer, that ic is really very frivoloxs and ridicalous for 
any one to boaſt, That there it not one Character in bis Method, beſides 
#hoſe for the twenty four Letters of the Alphabet; aud that ſhewing a Spe- 
cimen of the Writmg will diſcover the Ari. But to return to the Obſtrva- 
tions; The Learner will ſee, that the Number of the Prepoſitions and Ter- 


minations, which may be called Arbitrary Marks, is but ſmall; and 


theſe, I may venture to ſay, are well contriv'd, being very diſtin& and 
remarkable, and are eaſily wrote, and will join readily, and may be 
learn'd by reading aud writing them five or fi. Times carefully over, 
which, when once learn'd, can never be forgot, becauſe fome of them 


will occur in every Sentence.

Nut it is more proper, firſt to learn the Significations annexed th them in 
the fifth, /ixth, ſeventh, and eighth Pages, becauſe theſe Significations 
contain or make up at leaſt the bid Part of any Exglifh k, and 
then you will write with more Eafe and Pleaſure. Obſerve that there 
are no zew Charaders it the Significations. Again obſerye, the 
learning the Sigzifications or Words annexed to the Letters, double and 
treble Conſonan;s that begin and end Wards, Prepoſitions and Termina- 
biams, is but little more Pains than —_—— to know, and make the Ler- 
gert, Prepoſitions, and Ter minatiom themielves. For if you know how 
to make (4, I, ll, ſm, Jp, Aer in Short-Hand, without looking on, then 
— may eaſily remember that (4) ſtands fot (King,) (1) for (Lord,) 0) 
(al,) (fm) for (ſame,) and () for (Spririz,) and fo of all the reſt. 
ſo obſerve, when you come to learn the Rules how to write Short- 
you will find that all theſe Significations are moſt natura and r- 
tional, and not burdenſom to the Memoty : And as for thoſe Lezters, 
double and triple Conſonants, Prepoſitions, and Terminations, that ſtand for 
#wo or more Words, the Senſe and Connexion of the Diſcourſe will im- 
mediately diſtingaiſh and diſcover which of them they ſtand for: Yea, 
whenever you come to read what you have written, the Senſe will in- 
ſtantly forces you to pronounce and read the right one firſt, and you will 
not, at that Time, in the leaſt remember that it ſtands tor any Thing 
elſe. To illuſtrate and confirtn this, only obſerve, that there is a very

excellent Engliſh Grammar compos d by Mr. James Greemwood ; be- 
fides, there are 2 yu many other Eg Words which alter their Sig- 
nification, according as they are uſed in the ſeveral Profeſſions, Arts, 
and Sciences, the ſame Word 1 f one Thing in Divinity, another 
Thing in Law, another in Phyſick, Mathematicks, Grammar, &c. and 
yet we find that the Senſe and Connexion of the Diſcourſe does imme- 
diately diſtingaiſb and diſcover which of them they ſtand for. Again ob- 
ferve, although cage ny cane are compriſed in Long-Hand in one 
Side of a Quarter of a Sheet of common Writing Paper, pot they do 
contain or make up, at leaſt, one third Part of any Engliſh Book, that 
is 10 fay, take any Englhſo Book, whether it be of rg Lew, Hi 
: ematicks, &c. and pitch upon any Sentence or Page of theſe 
Books, and then number the Words therein, (Proper Names excepted,) 
and you will find, at leaſt, the zh1r4 Purt of that Number among the 
ſaid.

drawn from the Jop to the Banom. This Www lignifies, that the 
Words to which it is annexed, have the ſame, or much the fame Mean- 
ing, as (can, canſt,) (lord, lordly,) &c. I might have added theſe tour 


(care, cure, our, hour,) to (and ſo forth,) in the Alphabet, as well as in 


the Prepoſitions. Obſerve (t ſtands for (Art,) a Science, and (ar) for 
(art) being. Laſtly obſerve, (acclaim, aſcription, berefrom) are ſeldom 
or never uſed. To learn thele five Sgnifications, oblerve what follows, 
to wit, firſt learn the Significat ions of the Letters ot the Alphabet thus:

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Terminations, that is to ſay, the Character for (circum-) muſt not be read 
thus (circum- canaan, cannor,) but thus (canaan, cannot,) and ſo of alt 
the reſt. N. B. When you are perfect in theſe Significations, then you 
not cu know the third Part of any Eugliſb Book, but you will begin 
to write by the Rules, Moods, Tenſes, &c. which will afford both Plea- 
ſure aud Profit; aud you will every Day write and read better, and ſwit- 
ter, aud every Thing will ſeem daily more and more eaſy.

Letter. Obſerve when you are to write any Letter or Letters, or any 
other Thing in one of the five Vowels Places, be ſure that you begin it 
exactiy in that VYowePs Place, let it end where it will: By this Way of 
placing the five Vowelt, there will no Characters be placed above or un- 
der other Characters in your Writing; and the Places are plain and diſ- 
tinct; though youu will perceive afterwards, that I make but very little 
Ule of the five Yowels Places in writing Eugliſß. When you are to put 
any Thing in the Vowels Place, be ſure to write it as cloſe to the foregoing 
Character as is pe ſſible; but when you think that the Character to be put 
in the /owe/'s Place will come thurough the foregoing Character, then 
keep it at a little Diſtance, but ſtil] beginit over-againſt the Vowel's Place, 
as in the Words (Might, Father, &c.) which you'll find in the 7th and 
18th Verſes of the firſt Chapter of Sz. Fohw's Goſpel, written by the ge- 
neral Rule. As (a, p) differ from the reſt of the Characters, as to the Vo-

F OU may remember I told you, that the five Significations contain 
or makeup at leaſt one third Part of any Exgliſ Book: I add fur- 
ther, that the nine Pages of Particles do likewiſe contain or make up 
at leaſt another third Part of any Exgliſb Book, as is evident by com- 
aring them together; ſo that both contain or make up at leaſt :zwo 
hirds. By Particles, I mean the four undeclined Parts of Speech, to 
wit, the Adverbs, Conjundions, Prepoſitions, and Iuterjections. Theſe 
Particles denote the Time, Place, Manner, and other Circumſtances of 
any Action, Paſſion, &c. and muſt come in every Sentence; for without 
them no Sentence can ſubſiſt, in regard they are, as it were, the Neve: 
and Ligaments of all Diſcoutſe, and ſerve to join or connect Words or 
Sentences together, and to explain, extend, limit, &c. their Significa- 


tion. The other Parts of Speech may fitly be compared to the Materi- 
als prepared. for the Building ; but the Prepoſitions, Conj 


onjunciions, &c. to 
the Mortar or Cement, Which join and faſten theſe Marerials together, 
and muſt come between every Stone in the Building. Theſe Words or 


Particles occurring ſo often, there was an abſolute Neceflity for wri- 
ting them ſhorter than could be done by your general or particular re- 
zing Rules, by throwing away a Letter or two, which is the moſt watx- 
ral and ratioxal Way of ſhortening Words, as is commonly done in the 
Long-Hand; though indeed, the Learner may, if he pleaſes, write theſe 
Particles exactly by the Rules; but then that would be more tedious, &c. 
and contrary to the Deſign of all Short-Writing, and will not agree with 


the joining Rules, which render the Method very ſpeedy and legible. Ob- 


ſerve, I have inſerted the Eagliſh Pronouns,” and a few other Words 


among the Particles, becauſe they often occur. When I mention Aa- 
verbs as ſome of the Particles, I don't take in Adverbs ending in (h, 
formed from Adjedives, as (meekly, wiſely, boldly, &c.) There are abour 


a Dozen of Words in the whole Book; which are ſeldom or never uſed

will either read as they there ſtand, or they will ſpell, which the Senſe 
and Connexion will inftantly diſcover: As for Example, (% among 
your Significations will either read (bleſt,) as it there ſtands, or it will 
ſpell and read (belli) becauſe () ſounds (he,) or () ſounds (el.) So (bd) 
among the Particles, will either read (befide,) as it there ſtands, or it will 
ſpell and read (bed,) and ſo of all the reſt. But, as I ſaid before; the 
Senſe and ConneQion will immediately diſcover which of them it ſtands 
for. To learn theſe Particles, read the firſt Column of the firſt Page 
three or four Times over carefully, then write the Shor:-Hard of it once 


over, and ſo of all the reſt of the Columns. And to try whether you | 
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are perfect in them, or not, ſhut the Round Hand of the firſt Column, and 
try if you can read the SHhrt- Hand; then ſhut the Short- Hand, and try if 
you can turn the Long-Hand into Short-Hand. Learn all the reſt of the 
Columns the ſame Way, one after another. You muſt be ſo perfect 
in the Particles, as to be able to naine any of them whenever you ſee 
them, and write down any of them when deſited; otherwiſe you will 
not underſtand, or be able to write by the joining Rules, If you do but 
once remember theſe Particles, you will every Day remember them bet- 
ter and better, becauſe, as I ſaid before, you will meet with them in eve- 
ry Sentence of any Exgliſp Book you pitch upon to write out of, 

Tk proper Names of Men, Women, and Places, may be ſoon learn'd, 
becauſe they are almoſt all writ by the Rules, and thorten'd here, as in 
Round Hand, to wit, by making (Ben. Edw. Edm.) ſtand for (Benja- 
min, Edward, Edmund, &c.) The reſt of the Names of Honour 2 
dred, Secłs, Offices, &c. are contained in the Dictionary. By (Oc) in 
the Column of Kimdred, as (Mother-in-Law,) &c. is meant, that you 
are to make (Brother-in-Law, Siſter-in-Law, Son-in-Law, Danghter-in- 
Law, &c.) the ſame Way, by joining (Law) to (Brother, &c.) as well 
as to (Mother.) | 

As to the ſhortned Words in &. Jobn's Goſpel: Practice being the 
only Thing which brings Perfection in all Arts and Scrences, eſpecially 
in Mriting, but more eſpecially in ort-Mriting, I have been at the Trou- 
ble and Charges in drawing out alphabetically all the Words in Sr. John's 
Goſpel which are ſhortened or writ by the Rulet, in the Compals of five 
Pages, and which may be eaſily learn'd by reading them twice or thrice 
over, and writing the Short-Hand of them once over. The Detign 
thereof is, (after you are perfect in the firſt x Leſſons, with the five Sigui- 
fications, general and particular ſbortning and joining K ules and Particles, 
that you may write every Day a Chapter of that Book, after the foreſt 
Way, by your Rules, &c. and read it afterwards; and by that Means you 
will daily write better and ſwifter, and read it more readily: For as to 
the Dictionary and Abſtract thereof, you have no occaſion to look into 
them, till you have wrote over that Book, which contains about rwent 
one Chapters, and then you may write out of any other Book, whether 
Hiſtory, Law, &c. and may have Recourſe to the Dictionary whenever 
you are in the leaſt Doubt how to write any Word by the Rzles. 

As to the Phraſes, they being deſigned for thoſe of the Clergy, and 
Writers of Sermon, may eaſily be learn'd by them, becauſe a great Part 
of them are done by the Rules, and ſo might have been omitted. And 
indeed, if they pleaſe, they may write them all by the Rules, for then 
they will not be zediozs in Writing: As ſor Example, the Phreſe (he 
anſtwered and ſaid unto them, may be wrote by your Rules, thus, (he an- 
ſwered,) in one Joining, and (and ſaid unto them,) in another Joining, 

and fo: of the reſt. Beſides, the Learner, by viewing the Specimen of 
the Writing, will perceive that there is no occaſion for making any 
Thing and for Phraſes, for he will there find one or more Joinings in

As to the Joining Rules, you may perceive that I have endeavour'd to 
make them as plain as poflible, and have added Variety of Exam- 
ples, and a large Specimen of the Writing to illuſtrate them; but for fur- 
ther Explanation, obſerve what follows; Firſt, there muſt never be more 
than one Verb, or one Participle in any Joining, except where (being or 
— happens to come, as in the fifth joming Rule: As for Exam- 
ple, ( 4 you would not ſpeak to me,) or (1 defire that you would not 
ſpeak to me;) where (I deſire) muſt be in one Joining, and (von world 
not ſpeak to me,) or 3 world not ſpeak to me) in another Joining. 
(I defire you to recommend them,) thus, (I defire you) in one Joining 
(zo) by it ſelf, and (recommend them) in another foinks. (I perceived 
you going) thus, (perceived yon) in one Joining, and (going) by itſelf. 
perceived you taking it) thus, (I perceived you) in one Joining, and 
(taking it) in another. (They perceived him ſpeaking unto you) thus, (they 
perceived him) in one Joining, and (ſpeaking unt, you) in another. (To 
ſaw them executed) thus, (you ſaw them) in one Joining, and (executed) 
by it (elf. Secondly, Obſerve, every Word in the Joining muſt belong to 
one another, and conſequently are pronounced without ſtopping, or 
drawing Breath, which leads me in the third Place to obſerve, that none 
of the 5 inings muſt go beyond any of the Szops (, ; : . &c.) So that 
whenever two, three, four, or more Noam, Verbs, &c. come together 
in the ſame Sentence, then you muſt let every one of them ſtand by them- 
ſelyes; becauſe one of the Szops, to wit, (,) muſt come between ev 
one of them, or at leaſt be underſtood, as you will fee by ſeveral Exam-

“ keep the ſaid Meſſuage, &c. From this you may obſerve, that there 
is no Occaſion or Neceſſity for joining two or more of theſe Nouns or 
Verbs together in one, becauſe the Speaker is neceſſarily obliged to ſtop 
or draw his Breath afrer every one of them, and by that Means affords 
_ ſufficient Time for writing them down. Alſo obſerve, that the Foinings 
by this new Method, do in a great Meaſure ſupply or ſerve inſtead of 
the foregoing Srops. . x 
N. B. They who know any Thing of Grammar, muſt acknowledge 
that the Stoxs of . tne Exgliſß Moods, Tenſes, Perſons, Particles, and 
Verb, muſt come in every Sentence, and that they are all pronounced at 
once, as it were, in one Breath, or as one Word, hy the Speaker, (though 
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he does not know what is meant by Moods, Tenſet, &c.) the natural De- 
pendance and Connexion of thefe Words forcing him ſo to do; for if 
he was to paxſe or ſtop between theſe Words, as he may, and muſt ſome- 
times between other Words, then he would mar the Senſe and Conne- 
xion of the Diſcourſe: So that to keep equal Pace with a moderate Spea- 
ker, there was an abſolute Neceſſity for finding ont a ſpeedy Method to 
join theſe Sions of the Moods, Tenſes, Perſons, &c. altogether in one 
without taking off the Pen. From hence I may infer, that any Method 
which directs us to ſtop or lift the Pen at every Word, is really very defective, 
and good for little, and will never anſwer the End of taking down any 
„Speech, &c. unleſs the Writer could lay his Commands on the 
Speaker to parſe or (top at every Mord of his Diſcourſe, as ne does in 
his Writing. Again obſerve, as the Sitexs of the Moods, Tenſes, Per- 
ſows, &c. are pronounc'd as one Word, ſo is the Prepoſition and Pro- 
noum governed by it, as ( agarnſt him, amongſt us, &c.) and likewiſe the 
AdjeBive and Subſtantive, as (faithful Servant, &c.) and therefore ought 
to be join d. I am ſenſible that the Nowns agreeing with, and govern'd 
by the Verb, with the Noam governed by the Prepeſition, are pronounced 
at once, as well as the Prowowns : As for Example, (Fobn reproved Famer, 
 &c.) J Sammel, &c.) are pronounced at once, as well as (be re- 
proved him, &c.) (againſt him, &c.) but then it was impoſſible to join 
theſe Nonne, fo as to be plain, becauſe of their great Number and Va- 
riety: But I have taken Care to make the Perſons, (I, thor, he, &c.) 
with the reſt of the Prozozxs, remarkably plain, becauſe they are but few 
in Number, and are /ix Times more uſed than the Noxzxs; for if you caſt 
your Eye upon 1 continued Diſcourſe, you will find that the third Per- 
ſon, to wit, the Nowns, or Names, are ſeldom mentioned above once or 
twice, but are always afterwards ſet down, and ſignified by the Proxozns, 
(he, him, himſelf, his, bis own, fhe, ber, herſelf, bers, her own, it, they, 
them, themſelves, theirs, their own, &c.) and as for the firſt and ſecond 
Perſons, they are conſtantly mentioned by (J, me, my ſelß, mine, my own, 
we, us, ours, our own, &c. thow, you, thee, your ſelf, ye, your ſelves, 
&c.) I have likewiſe taken Care to make the principal and moſt uſual 
Particles alſo remarkably plain, as (or, never, always, &c.) but eſpeci- 
ally the fozrty Prepoſitions mentioned in the fexth joining Kule, becauſe 
they occur ſo very often; and indeed by the Help of theſe Words, 
the whole Ezghſp Syntax, or Conſtruction of the Nown and Pronoun, is 
chiefly performed. 3 
As to the Spec:men I have any engrav'd it in very large and ſtrong 
Characters, for the Advantage of the Learner; and have choſen different 
Chapters, that there might be a Variety in the Diſcourſe, the better to il- 
luſtrate ahd exemplify the Rales; and for the ſake of the Gentlemen of 
the Law, who have much encouraged my Method, I have inſerted three 
of their Conveyances, or Securities, which, I am told, run much upon 
a ſet Form, and therefore, I thought it was unneceſlary, &c. to print 
them in Long-Hand, though they will find afterwards, when they have 
learn'd the Art. that it is as eaſy to write Lew, Hiſtory, &c. as *

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becauſe the Rules ſerve for any Exgliſb Book; and that every Exglif 
Sentence muſt contain a Verb, and every Verb ſuppoſes a Mood, Tenſe, 
Perſon, &c. and ſo of the Aadjective and Subſtantive, &c. Obſerve, the 
more ugly any Joining looks, that is to ſay, the farther it comes below 
the Line, it is the more remarkably = When you write in Pyblick, 
keep the Lines of the Writing at a handſome Diſtance; but when you 
write at your Leiſure, keep the Lines a little cloſer ; and if any Joining 
happens to come a little betow the Line, do not keep the following 
Line wider betauſe of it, but keep all the Lines at an equal Diftance, 
and paſs over that Part of the Writing which comes below the Line, 
See the Preface concerning the Charactert. Again obſerve, though there 
be one or more Joinings in every ſhort Line of the Specimex, yet there 
are only five Sorts of theſe Joinings; and theſe five continually occur 
over and over, The firſt Sort is at the End of the #hird Joining Rule, 
and the other four Sorts are cuntained in the fourth, fifth, fiæth, and ſe- 
venth Joining Rules. Finding in the Ads of Parliament, and Law-Cox-

S to the Dictionary and Ahſtract thereof, ſee the Preface: It cannot 

be expected I ſhould have inſerted every Word, or all the (ing, -ed, 
-er, &c.) for that would have been zeedleſs, &c. only obſerve, when 
you are to join (-ig, -ed,) or any Thing elſe to a Word which ends 
with the Termination (-er,) made by the third Part of (,) then change 
that third Part of (m,) and put (r) inſtead thereof. There are a few 
Words that I have made two Ways, as Defendant, &c. but I take that 


to be the beſt which is ſooneſt writ. I have here and there ſhortened a a 


Scripture Phraſe, which the Writers of Sermons may with Pleaſure and 
Profit draw out on a Paper apart, or he may write them by his Rxles. Ob- 
ſerve, the Words in the Dictionary and Abſtract will either read as they 
there ſtand, or they will ſpell, which the Senſe will immediately diſtin- 
iſh. I have engrav'd the CHARACTERS ſo very large and ſtrong, in the 
c Abſtra#, Particles, &c. for the Advantage of the ner, 
that it was impoſſible ro put every Short-Hand Character exactly over- 
againſt the Long · Hand, which I hope the Learner will wink at, becauſe 
the Number are not great, and may be eaſily diſtinguiſn'd.

UMBERS, or Figzres, being a kind of Short-Wricing, cannot in ſome 
Reſpects be better ſhortened, as 63752, &'c. for _ three thouſand ſeven 
hundred and fifty two. But when the Number conſiſts only of Millians or 
Thoxſands, I think it is better to write the Figures for the Number, and 
to write Millions or Thouſands by the Characters made for them; as ſever 
Million, or nine Thouſand, or 9000, thus (9...) 9006, thus, (9..6) c. 

As for the Stops (, ; c.) I think there is not any Occafion for 
uſing them in this Art, only at the Beginning of every new Head, Verſe, 
c. leave a little Diſtance, about half an Inch, or begin a new Line, 
or make two Dots, thus (:)

raters without looking on my Copy; and to dodge you therein, write

third, fourth, fifth, and ſixth Leſſons, one after another, the ſame Way, 
You muſt be very perfect in the firſt fix Leſſons, becauſe they are the 
Foundation of the Art. Be ſure to write flow and exact at 

for you will daily write ſwifter. Any who care not for being at the 
Trouble of making a Copy-Book, may have one of mine at a reaſonable 
Price, which contains the firſt ſix Leſſons at the Top, with faint Lines 
to write upon, and large Obſervations and Directions, all curiouſly en- 
grav'd for the Uſe of my Scholars.
